with doub le the numb er or presses, 
that meant b ut O.ooo copies a day, 
while the d e m a n d for newspapers d ur ­ 
ing the Napoleonic wars wa

Ab out this time a young 
man 
named Fre deric k Koenig approached 
the pub lisher of the London Times 
with a s ta te m e n t 
that

John Olin, son of ITesident F. W. 
Olin of th*> W est ern Cartridge com 
panv, stub-d tha t the company, at tin* 
pieseut time, was paying their cm 
ployes more money than tb<* union 
wage scab*, 
if** said they had always 
run an open shop, and only about 
one-fourth of the men in their cm 
ploye were union work men. 
"Recently a proposition was made 
to the employes that a Id p.-r re nt 
bonus for the yearly salary would he 
paid,” said Olin. “and ab out 90 per 
cent of the 
employes 
signed 
the 
agreement. 
This bonus was to be 
paid for ex tra hours the men put in, 
"W e have never had 
;nv trouble 
with our women employes. 
T heir sal 
ary is approxim ately 
about 
$12 
a 
week . 
They work eight hours, in ao 
cordance with the state laws.
